Besides gas, oil and toll 
charges, there's a 13.15-a-day parking 
let. 


There are lots of alternatives, and if 


you are willing to lug around your 
luggage you can do it for as litle as 
$2.65. 


Or you can shell out a lot more and 


go in the "luxury" of a limousine for 
around $10 or more, depending on 
where you live. Taxicabs cost about 
the same, sometimes more. 


FOR THOSE willing to carry bag- 


gage farther than their doorstep, 
there Is a Continental Air Transport 
Co. bus that operates daily to O'Hare, 


Monday through Friday, for $2.65.

Reagan tests campaign here

Ronald Reagan gave a group of key 
Illinois supporters a sneak preview of 
his campaign Sunday in Des Plaines 
by telling them the "time has come 
for the government to stop bleeding 
citizens dry." 


The former California governor be- 


gan a week, that will climax with his 
announcement of plans to run against 
Gerald R. Ford for the GOP nomi- 
nation, with a three-hour strategy and 
morale boosting session with his Illi- 
nois backers. 


Reagan, who will not officially an- 


nounce his candidacy until Thursday 
in Washington and Friday in Chicago, 
held a closed-door conference with 
about 30 Illinois congressional district 
campaign coordinators. He also met 
over lunch with U.S. Rep. Philip M. 
Crane, R-12th, his state campaign 
director, and others. A number of lo- 
cal political figures, including State 
Rep. Don?ld L. Tot ten, R-Hoffman 
Esta^, and State Sen. David Regner, 
R-Moun1 Prospect, are spearheading 
Reagan's Illinois campaign effort.

Bishops won't attend 
talks on women priests 


by DAVID E. ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
Arch- 


bishop Joseph L. Bernardln, president 
of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, said Sunday the bishops will 
not send observers to a conference on 
ordination of women to the priest- 
hood next weekend. And he suggested 
a constitutional amendment would be 
needed to outlaw abortions. 


Bernardin said the bis-wps "want to 


have dialogue" on the issue of female 
ordination and "we are open to the 
leaden of the conference sharing its 
remits" with them. 


Organizers of the "Women in Future 


Priesthood Now" conference, set for 
Detroit over Thanksgiving weekend, 
have invited the bishops to send rep- 
resentatives to their meeting. 


IN A WIDE-RANGING interview on 


the eve of the NCCB's annual fall 
meeting, Bernardin said the role of 
women in the church is a "vital is- 
sue" before the church. But he said 
he does not see "any development on 
the horizon which is of sufficient 
weight" to overturn the church's 
traditional teaching on women. 


Bernardin also raid the bishops will 


not commit themselves now to any

York and the United States is that the 
federal government has a printing 
press," he said. 


"The answer to our problems is 


to turn back to the people of this 
country the control of their own des- 
tiny and let the people find the solu- 
tions to so many of these problems," 
Reagan added. 


He compared next year's election to 


1932 and said America has reached a 
watershed. While admitting that he 
was a "New Deal Democrat who had 
voted for Franklin Roosevelt," Rea- 
gan said the policies that were started 
then Just did not work. 


Before speaking to the crowd, Rea- 


gan told The Herald that he is not 
bothered by Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller's comments that the par- 


ty should pull together behind one 
candidate. 


"I AGREE WITH that, and I hope 


that after the convention, the party 
will back one person fully," he said. 


Rockefeller said over the weekend 


in Chicago that a "minority of the mi- 
nority should not be involved in split- 
ting the party." 


Reagan declined to speculate on 


whether any other candidates would 
oppose Ford for the GOP nomination. 


The leaders of Reagan's Illinois 


campaign have predicted Ford will 
probably not do well in the early pri- 
maries and might drop out of the 
race, leaving the Republican nomi- 
nation open until the national con- 
vention scheduled for Kansas City in 
August.

The village of Arlington Heights 


faces a water supply crisis that could 
have an immediate impact on resi- 
dents in the form of higher water bills 
and strictly enforced conservation 
measures 


A comprehensive water system re- 


port prepared by the village adminis- 
t r a t i o n concludes that Arlington 
Heights and other surrounding vil- 
lages are pumping underground water 
faster than it is being replenished. 


The only feasible solution to the 


problem is to draw water from Lake 
Michigan, the report states. 


"PLANNERS CAN no longer safely 


assume that the water crisis looms in 
the distant future 
An acute water 


shortage may become a reality before 
an alternate source can be devel- 
oped," the report says. 


One professional engineer states 


that the village should not rely on its 
well system beyond another five to 
eight years But problems may be 
even more imminent 


"In August 1975, the water level in 


the aquifer which supplies Arlington 
Heights dropped 10 feet in a 24-hour 
period. This is -unprecedented. It is 
more alarming because there was no 
recovery in the water table," the re- 
port states. 


Arlington Heights now is served 


adequately by 13 wells drilled to a 
depth of 1,350 to 1,800 feet. More than 
half of the village's $46 million water 
system has been built in the last 10 
years as a response to the population 
explosion of the community 


THIS WELL SYSTEM should be 


maintained to augment future Lake 
M i c h i g a n allocations, the report 
states. There are no deficiencies in 
the present system except that the un- 
derground water is being depleted. 


The deep underground water table 


used by the village is the Cambnan- 
Ordovican Aquifer. Studies show that 
the water table has been dropping 
about 13 feet per year. Pumps in the 
village wells already are lowered to 
the deepest practical depth, the report 
states. 


Three possible sources of Lake 


M i c h i g a n water exist Arlington 
Heights could share in an independent 
supply taken directly from the lake or 
purchase treated lake water from Chi- 
cago or from a North Shore suburb 
such as Evanston. 


To solve the water supply problem of 


Arlington Heights and other Chicago 
metropolitan communities, the report 
recommends the formation of a re- 
gional water resources authority to 


regulate the distribution 
of Lake 


Michigan water. 


A regional water authority would 


control all water supplies, both wells 
and lake water. It could include the 
City of Chicago or operate indepen- 
dently of the city to supply water to 
all of Northern Illinois. 


The report recommends that Ar- 


lington Heights state representatives 
be asked to introduce legislation to 
create a regional water authority. 


In the meantime, existing municipal 


alliances formed to secure Lake Mich- 
igan water, such as DAMP (the Des 
Plaines, Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Palatine water commis- 
sion), should unite to negotiate for

60.6 cents a gallon for regular gas and 65.2 cents a gallon for 
premium, a drop of .8 cent and .6 cent, respectively from levels two 
weeks ago.

Some political observers also have 
suggested that Rumsfeld may return 
to Illinois and run for some statewide 
office in either 1978 or 1980. 


Brown indicated that Rumsfeld has 


not contacted him since the cabinet 
shake-up.. Brown added that he has 
not discussed Rumsfeld's inquiry 
about being a convention delegate 
with other committeemen. 


Brown also said Rumsfeld could be- 


come ah at-large delegate, not, as- 
signed to any particular district in the 
state.

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Battle for tougher tax bill begins today 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - With mil- 


lions of dollars at stake, the battle be- 
gins Monday over whether to toughen 
some "reform" provisions in a mas- 
sive tax bill. 


The major fight is expected to focus 


on ending tax shelters in the real es- 
tate industry, a change first approved 
but then severely weakened by the 
taxwritlng House Ways and Means 
Committee. 


The bill, which also would continue 


ISTS's recession-fighting tax cuts, goes 


before the House Rules Committee 
Monday for a crucial decision: will 
liberals be allowed to offer a series of 
amendments to increase the tax bite 
on the well-to-do? 


The liberal amendments, including 


one tightening the minimum tax on 
the rich and another dealing with tax 
shelters, would altogether raise Trea- 
sury revenue by $872 million. 


The Rules Committee decides what 


bills may reach the House floor, 
when, and what amendments may be 


offered. But it is not as powerful as it 
was in past years. 


One of the reforms enacted by 


House Democrats allows the caucus of 
Democratic congressmen to order the 
Rules Committee to take specific ac- 
tions. 


Liberals anticipated trouble with 


the committee, and Rep. William 
Green, D-Pa., already has collected 
the necessary signatures on a petition 
to call a caucus meeting. 


Green, playing hard ball politics, 


passed the word that he will use the 
petition immediately if Rules does not 
do exactly as the liberals wish. 


In addition to the tax shelter and 


minimum tax changes, the liberals 
want to restore a withholding tax on 
the U.S. investments of foreigners, 
speed the tightening of special tax 
breaks for exporters and eliminate a 
special, three-year capital loss carry- 
back which it was revealed would re- 
sult in a $15 million tax refund for 
Texas millionaire H. Ross Perot. 


If they win their Rules Committee 


battle, their next fight is on the floor. 
Ways and Means Chairman Al Ull- 
man, D-Ore., wants to complete floor 
action on the bill this week before the 
Thanksgiving recess. 


The tax "reform" battle is unlikely 


to affect passage of the tax cut. provi- 
sion., It already is a foregone' con- 
clusion that the Senate Financ Com-' 
mittee will split the bill into two parts 
so the tax cut may be passed quickly 
and sent to President Ford. 


The remainder of the bill would be 


considered next year. 


Elsewhere in Congress, federal loan 


guarantees to New York City await 
action. The House also may be asked 
to cite Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer for contempt. 


The New York issue comes up in 


the House Monday. Democratic lead- 
ers, however, hinted the sensitive Kis- 
singer case might be left until after 
the Thanksgiving recess that starts at 
the end of business Thursday for the 
House and after work Friday for the 
Senate. Both return Dec. 1. 


Heart pump may 
kill: scientist 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A govern- 


ment scientist charged Sunday that 
mechanical heart pumps about to be 
tested on coronary patients are unfit 
for human use and will kill some 
people. 


But a government heart specialist 


said that, on the contrary, the revolu- 
tionary mercy experiments will pro- 
long lives with little new risk to the 
already hopelessly ill heart pump 
recipients. 


The critic is Dr. Stephen Brack, 


program director for biomaterlals at 
National Heart and Lung Institute. 


In an interview, he disclosed that 


the new heart pump has been ap- 
proved for human experimentation at 
the Texas Heart Institute in Houston 
and Children's Hospital Medical Cen- 
ter in Boston. 


The experiment marks a break- 


through in coronary care - the first 
use of a mechanical device to help the 
heart's main pumping chamber — but 
Bruck said it is a breakthrough medi- 
cal science should not yet attempt. 


"Doing so would surely result to 


premature death for some unfortunate 
individuals who are selected for these 
experiments," Bruck said. 


"The blood pump is made from 


commercial materials of unknown 
composition that are not compatible 
with human blood." 


Bruck said all animal testing of the 


device has been in calves, which have 
four-chambered hearts similar to hu- 
man hearts, but a different blood 
clotting mechanism than humans. 


"Since no experiments with pri- 


mates were conducted and since even 
the data with calves is unconvincing 
and insufficient... this device should 
not be tested in humans at this time," 
he said. 


Dr. Peter Frommer, associate di- 


rector for cardiology at the Heart and 
Lung Institute, challenged Brack's 
conclusions. 


He said the pumps will be used 


mainly on the small minority of 
patients who, daring heart surgery, 
become dependent on a heart-lung 
machine and cannot be taken, off it 
without dying. 


The mechanical pump, he said, 


would help wean some patients off the 
heart-lung machine. 


"It's very likely a substantial frac- 


tion of these patients will die, but It's 
very likely all of them would die with- 
out the device," Frommer said. 


Brack, meantime, has been threat- 


ened with "the most severe dis- 
ciplinary action" — possibly firing. 


Dr. Frommer wrote the dissident 


scientist that his statements to UPI 
about the dangers of using heart 
pumps without adequate testing were 
"uninformed, laden with errors in fact 
and judgment mischievous In, intent, 
and representative of rank irresponsi- 
bility." 


After receiving the letter, Brack 


told UPI that he repeatedly had solic- 
ited appointments with NIH director 
Robert Levy to present his dissenting 
views on the heart pump, but each 
time was refused.

would lead htm to believe Lee Harvey Oswald was part of a con- 
spiracy in his brother's assassination in Dallas 12 years ago. In an 
interview in Time magazine's current issue, Kennedy said he was 
not entirely pleased with the Warren Commission's investigation of 
President John F. Kennedy's death Nov. 22, 1963, but endorses its 
conclusion Oswald acted alone. 


Dogs, aircraft hunt dangerous fugitives 


Dogs and aircraft were used Sunday in a massive manhunt for 


three of five "dangerous psychopathic" inmates still at large fol- 
lowing a Saturday night escape from Ohio's Lima State Hospital for 
the Criminally Insane. Hospital Superintendent William Ralson said 
the five men escaped using a "two-shot Derringer pistol," appar- 
ently smuggled into the maximum security facility in this north- 
western Ohio city. 


Foreign political funds end: Exxon 


The Exxon Corp. contributed funds to political parties In Austra- 


lia and Japan but all such payments in foreign countries have 
stopped, board chairman Clifton C. Garvin Jr. said Sunday. Asked 
if he would confirm payments were made in Australia and Japan, 
Garvin said "sure." He said "I don't remember the amounts, but I 
think they are in the range of $2,000, $3,000, $4,000, something like 
that."

Pro-government forces called the march a prelude to armed 
rebellion and mobilized their militants throughout the nation. 


Algeria denounces Spain's Sahara move 


Algeria Sunday denounced Spain's reported decision to turn over 


the Spanish Sahara to Morocco and Mauritania as a callous move 
to divide up the territory's vast mineral riches. "Madrid's about 
face shows all the callousness and scorn with which the colonial 
power, its accomplices and the imperialists have decided to deny 
the right to exist to an entire people in order to corner their riches 
and divide them," the government-owned Algerian Press Service 
said. The statement made no threats. 


Catholic newspaper joins Franco debate 


A Roman Catholic newspaper Sunday joined the public debate 


over the use of extraordinary means to keep alive Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco, now listed in improved — but still very grave — 
condition. The Roman Catholic newspaper Ya, said: "The humani- 
tarian and popular sentiment of many Spaniards has caused them 
to ask whether It was really necessary to stretch to that point the 
scientific possibilities of fighting death and causing new traumas 
for the chief of state."

Rapport growing among leaders 
Rambouillet talks called 'fruitful' 


RAMBOUILLET, France (UPI) - 


With rapport growing in the soft, 
French countryside, President Ford is 
confident the economic summit' win 
bring agreement on an old French- 
American squabble — how to measure 
the value of a nation's money, his 
aides said Sunday. 


"The parties are very close together 


and the President is pleased with the 
progress in this area," L. William 
Seidman, executive director of Ford's 
economic policy board, told reporters 
after the daylong meeting at Ram- 
bouillet castle. 


Ford and leaders of France, West 


Germany, Japan, Britain and Italy 
began their three-day "economic sum- 
mit" Saturday at this village 30 miles 
from Paris. Sunday's talks on world 
trade and monetary problems were 
described as "extraordinarily 
fruit- 


ful" by Ford's aides. 


"The rapport among the six leaders 


is growing as the meeting progresses. 
The meetings were, in the view of the 
American delegation, today extremely 
friendly and useful," Ford's press sec- 
retary, Ron Nessen, told reporters. 


Seidman said any final decision on 


international 
monetary 
exchange, 


about which the United States and 
France have been battling for years, 
will be made by the time the^ summit 
ends Monday afternoon. 


France has been demanding a re- 


turn to fixed rates in the exchange of 
currencies. The United States favors 
retaining the current floating system 
of monetary exchange. This system 
keeps the value of the dollar low and 


makes U.S. exports competitive in 
world trade. 


Seidman indicated a compromise is 


being agreed upon, but in answer to a 
question, he said "I did not imply that 
we have moved away from floating 
rates as far as our country is con- 
cerned." 


Ford told the six-party summit each 


nation must be able to choose the ex- 
change rate system that suits it best 
and "no monetary policy that runs 
counter to market realities could re- 
main in effect for very long," Seid- 
man said. 


Ford, French President ValeryGis- 


card d'Estaing, West German Chan- 
cellor Helmut Schmidt and Prime 
Ministers Harold Wilson of Britain, 
Takeo Miki of Japan and Aldo Moro 
of Italy canceled a session with photo- 
graphers, meeting virtually nonstop 
from the time Ford and Giscard re- 
turned from church Sunday morning. 


They worked before lunch, during

Aides of the six were working on the

The leaders also discussed trade, 


energy, economic relations with de- 
veloping countries and New York 
City.

A brainwash expert who tested pris- 


oners held by the terrorist Irish Re- 
publican Army was brought over from 
England and examined Miss Hearst, 
21, during the weekend in San Mateo 
County Jail. 


The attorneys also mapped plans to 


put two court-appointed brainwash 
specialists who examined her on the 
stand Thursday at a pre-trial hearing 
on her mental competence to go to 
trial. 


The court-appointed experts, 
L.J. 


West of UCLA and Margaret Singer of 


the University of California, Berkley, 
had wide experience in testing re- 
turned prisoners-of-war since the Ko- 
rean conflict. 


All three brainwash specialists pre- 


sumably would be defense witnesses 
at Thursday's hearing. 


Defense lawyer F. Lee Bailey ar- 


gued that West and Mrs. Singer told 
Federal Judge Oliver Carter that Miss 
Hearst is presently far from 
com- 


petent and needs three to four months 
of psychiatric'treatment. 


Carter has set a Dec. 15 trial date 


for Miss Hearst, who said she was 
brainwashed by her Symbionese Lib- 
eration Army captors. The judge ac- 
ted after two other court-appointed 
psychiatrists said she is competent.

lake water either for an independent 
source or Chicago. 


"The larger the consortium of cus- 


tomers, the cheaper the cost is apt to 
be," the report states. 


AN INCREASE In village water 


rates, including a surcharge for "ex- 
cessive" use is recommended by the 
report. The current water rates were 
set In 1970. 


The report does not specify how big 


the rate Increase should be but does 
suggest a surcharge of $2 per thou- 
sand gallons of water used in excess 
of an established amount. At present 
there Is no premium charged for 
heavy water usage. In fact, the rate 
drops 5 cents per thousand gallons af- 
ter 90,000 gallons is used. 


Strict enlorcement of summer lawn 


sprinkling regulations is recommend- 
ed as a means of conserving existing 
water supplies and as evidence in sup- 
port of DAMP's request for a Lake 
Michigan water allocation now pend- 
ing with the state. 


"The importance of enforcement is 


such that a special summer job 
should be created for this purpose. 
With adequate publicity, violators 
should be issued a court summons," 
the report states. 


THE REPORT also recommends 


that the village attorney file an in- 
junction to prevent Chicago from sell- 
ing water to any new customers be- 
yond its city limits until the potential 
customer receives a state water allo- 
cation. 


As a practical matter, Chicago will 


not now sell water to other commu- 
nities unless they receive a Lake 
Michigan water allocation from the 
state. 


The ISO-page water system report 


has been distributed to the village 
board for future discussion. It is the 
first comprehensive look at the water 
system since a 1971 study which rec- 
ommended extensive improvements 
and additions to the well system*, now 
mostly complete. 


"Our attention now focuses on the 


long-recognized need to obtain water 
from Lake Michigan," says Village 
Mgr. L. A. Hanson in a preface to the 
latest report. 


" D e c a d e s of discussions have

Village to weigh 
request for 
industrial bonds 


The Village of Arlington Heights has 


been asked to issuo $350,000 of indus- 
trial revenue bonds to help a drug 
company finance a new building in 
the northside industrial park.

Court choice 
requires care 


Gerald Ford is about to make 


one of the most critical decisions 
a President can make in select- 
ing a nominee for the V.S. Su- 
preme Court. 


The vacancy was created by 


the resignation last week of the 
court's veteran member, 77- 
year-old Justice William 
0. 


Douglas. 


Among those being advanced 


as candidates are two Cabinet 
members, Carla A. Hills, secre- 
tary of housing and urban af- 
fairs, and Edward H. Levi, U.S. 
attorney general. 


The appointment will affect 


quality of our judicial system, 
the nation's social and political 
direction and the aspirations of 
women, our largest "minority." 


Two nominees of former Pres- 


ident Nixon — Clement Haynes- 
worth and G. Harold Cars- 
well — were deemed so lacking 
in merit that the Congress re- 
fused to confirm them. Ford 
must set as his first' criterion 
t h a t his nominee be an 
eminently qualified individual; 
no political cronies are likely to 
pass the scrutiny of Congress. 


I n recent years, Justice 


Douglas was the keystone of 
continued liberal control of the 
court. The liberal bloc's in- 
fluence brought major political 
and social change to the nation 
since the late 1930s. 


Along with support for social 


programs of the New Deal and 
Fair Deal, the court became a 
champion of individual and mi- 
nority rights. While Ford is like- 
ly to seek a conservative for the 
post, we hope he picks a person 
of vision who will continue to up- 
hold the rights of individuals and 
minorities. 


Women — including the Presi- 


dent's own wife — have urged 
the appointment of a woman to 
the Supreme Court. While we 
feel judicial qualifications must 
come first, we believe appoint- 
ment of a woman would be a 
most appropriate signal to wom- 
en that they have arrived at the 
highest level of influence in this 
country, just as the appointment 
of a black to the court signaled 
the advance of Black Americans. 


We hope Ford will give espe- 


cially close scrutiny to the quali- 
fications of women for this ap- 
pointment. Women long have 
been denied any role on the Su- 
preme Court, much as they were 
denied full participation in our 
legal system. 


J u s t i c e s of the Supreme 


Court serve for life; their ap- 
points 
directly 
affect 
the 


lives of Americans for many 
decades. The responsibility for 
finding the best person is awe- 
some, and we hope President 
Ford shoulders this responsi- 
bility well.

'Futile' China trip?

Ford's visit to China will be little 
more than an exercise in diplo- 
matic futility. 


The Chinese invited him only at 


the behest of Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. 


They have stated clearly on nu- 


merous occasions that the Ameri- 
can President is welcome, of 
course, but they do not expect his 
trip to produce any concrete re- 
sults. 


If that was not clear before, it 


should be after Kissinger's last 
visit to Peking, in October. That 
trip was little short of disastrous, 
according to Peking-based diplo- 
matic sources. 


Kissinger and his Chinese hosts 


found "absolutely nothing" of sub- 
stance on which they could agree, 
according to one of these well- 
placed sources. 


"They found so little common 


ground they could not produce 
even a bland joint communique 
when he left," another diplomat 
said. 


When Kissinger went to Peking, 


Sino-American relations were at 
their lowest point since former 
President Richard M. Nixon 
signed the Shanghai Communique 
during his February, 1972, visit to 
China. That document set the 
guidelines for relations. 


The big issue in Sino-American 


relations is Taiwan. Relations be- 
tween Peking and Washington 
cannot be normalized until the 
United States breaks diplomatic 
ties with the National Chinese 
Government in Taipei. Ford can- 
not do that before the 1976 elec- 
tions and the Chinese know it. So 
they are not pressing that issue at 
the moment. 


What Peking is more concerned 


about now is American relations 
with the Soviet Union. The Chi- 
nese leaders have denounced So- 
v i e t-American detente in the 


terms. They assert

repeatedly that this is only a fa- 
cade, a cover-up for contention 
and building up spheres of in- 
fluence. 


There are clear indications that 


Peking's concern has been heigh- 
tened by Ford's shakeup of his 
cabinet, particularly the firing of 
Defense Secretary James Schles- 
inger. 


C h i n e s e leaders have told 


many visitors, including Ameri- 
cans, that Schlesiiiger's views on 
detente and towards the Soviet 
Union were much more in line 
with theirs than was Kissinger's. 


What the Chinese are asking 


now, through editorials in Com- 
munist papers published in Hong 
Kong, is whether the cabinet sha- 
keup means the American posi- 
tion towards the Soviet Union is 
becoming even more soft. 


If it is, Ford's visit can serve 


little useful purpose, especially 
when election politics make it vir- 
tually impossible for him to make 
any concessions on Taiwan, ac- 
c o r d i n g to some diplomatic 
analysts. 


The only positive items likely to 


come out of the trip would be to 
add some new stature to Ford as 
a world diplomatic leader before 
the elections, and to enhance Mao 
Tse-tung in the eyes of the Chi- 
nese as a man who can bring a 
world leader to Peking — but ex- 
perts say Mao is already so rever- 
ed in China he doesn't need that.

'Family finances here 
better than year ago'

CoMum«r confidence in the North 


•nd Northwed suburbs increased dur- 
ing the last quarter, bucking a down- 
ward trend in all other residential 
areas In Chicago and suburbs, 


That's the report by Continental 


Bank, Chicago, in a Family Financial 
Survey released today. Twenty-six per 
cent of North suburban families ques- 
tioned by the bank said family finances 
are better than a year ago, a jump of 
11 percentage points. 


For the entire metropolitan area, 21 


per cent of the persons surveyed by 
the bank believe family finances im- 
proved during the past year. Over-all, 
a "consumer sentiment index" reflec- 
ting views on income and finances, 
dropped for the first time in 1975. 


THE NORTH SUBURBS provided 


the only improvement of consumer 
confidence as reflected in income lev- 
els. The Continental survey indicates 
87 per cent of the local participants 
earn more money than they did a 
year ago. Forty-eight per cent of the 
area families earn the same amount, 
14 per cent earn less and l per cent 
was unsure. For the entire metropoli- 
tan area, Improved earnings were re- 
ported by 34 per cent of the families 
surveyed. 


Consumer confidence will be reflect- 


ed in holiday spending plans, the bank 
said. 


"In the last three year-end surveys, 


• pattern of successively reduced 
spending plans for Christmas was es- 
tablished," the bank said. "This year 
that trend seems to have ended, as 
almost half of all those sampled ex- 
pected to spend about the same 
amount of money on the same num- 
ber of gifts as they did last year."

LONDON (UPI) - A sex-murder 


mystery, bizarre even for Britain, 
ended this weekend with detectives 
burning the confessions of illicit sex 
affairs by hundreds of housewives in 
the navy town of Portsmouth. 


The destruction of the dossiers was 


the condition under which police ob- 
tained testimony from the women In 
the four-year Investigation of the mur- 
der of Peter Stanwood, a man, ac- 
cording to trial testimony, with a wife 


and two children, 66 mistresses and at 
least three acknowledged illegitimate 
children. 


Stanswood, a small-time business- 


man, was nicknamed "Casanova" af- 
ter the 18th Century Italian rake re- 
puted to be the world's greatest lover. 


CASANOVA DIED an old man, but 


Stanswood was stabbed to death at 
the age of 32 In his parked automobile 
early on Nov. 5, 1971 at Portsmouth, 
an English channel port 70 miles 
south of London.

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Jim Shoulders-an indivi 


by IRA BERKOW 


Madison Square Garden, the Grand 


Canyon of the East, became dark, and 
then the various members of,the ro- 
deo show were introduced with 
spotlight — the bulls, the broncs, the 
clowns and finally, the cowboys. 


"These rodeo riders." said the pub- 


lic-address announcer in awesome, 
echoing tones, "may be the last of the 
breed of nigged and true individ- 
ualists in this country. They perpetu- 
ate the heritage of the Old West." 


Shortly after, the spotlight was 


turned on "the legendary Jim Shoul- 
ders," who rode out wearing tall hat 
and wide white chaps. 


Shoulders Is 48 yean old and retired 


from competition. He had to come to 
New York to be Inducted Into the Gar- 
den's Hill of Fame for Us unprece- 
dented 1« world championships and 
"for Us reputation as having been the 
best rodeo performer to ever ride a 
hone or bull." 


It has been three years since Shoul- 


ders last planted a spur into the 
flanks of a grouchy beast. He lives on 
a ranch in Henryetta, Okla., where he 
now teaches riding, and raises bones 
and bulls. He enjoys telling people, In 
his pleasant, unflappable manner, 
that he quit ridln', because the 
ground's harder than it used to be, 
and so he figured the time had come 
to put himself out to pasture. 


Shoulders was working the rodeo 


today, but in a different capacity 
from his glory yean. 


He was "picking' up bucking' 


hones," as the saying goes. During 
the rodeo Shoulders and another rodeo 
hand, both on horseback and with la- 
riats, would corral an Ill-humored 
hone or bull and then collect the 
woozy wrangler. 


To the unknowing, It might seem 


that for the legendary Shoulders to be 
pkkln' op buckln' horses would be 
like Joe DIMagglo plckln' up bate. 


No so, In Shoulders' case. The rodeo 


organizers asked him if he wanted to, 
and he agreed to it as he often does 
nowadays. He sees this as being in the 
tradition of the old rodeo riders, men 
who would also gladly work the "la- 
bor lists" — that is, feedin' the stock, 
rakln' the muck, hattlln' hay. 


Yet. there are still dangen present 


for Shoulden. He added another bro- 
ken nose to Ms vast collection not long 
ago when he stood too close to a chute 
door that sprung open. 


"Everyone 'around the rodeo knows 


that if you stay long enough, some- 
time down the road you're going to 
get yourself crippled up," said Shoul- 
ders, after the rodeo. 


He sat now on the steps of a trav- 


eling van under the stands. Watching 
Shoulders, and separated by a wooden 
fence, was a ton of Brahma bull, with 
Ito big hump, big horns, big ears, big 
eyes and big nostrils. 


Shoulders, under his big hat, Is lean 


and strapping, gray-haired with soft 
blue eyes and generally, looks nothing 
like the bull. For over 30 years Shoul- 
den rode bulls and bucking hones so 
well that some said he had to be kin; 
others just called him "glue pants." 


But that is only part of the legend, 


since he, too, suffered mightily. He 
had several broken arms, broken legs, 
broken collar bones, and an assort- 
ment of knee operations. 


As for being "glue pants," he said 


he r e m e m b e r s a horse called 


"Rusty." "Everytlme I got on him he 
warped me into the ground," said 
Shoulders "I'd go to the rodeo even 
on the day I didn't have a draw. I'd 
especially go to study Rusty's moves. 
And one time — one time! — he didn't 
cut me loose. But I think Rusty just 
had an off day." 


Looking back, Shoulders sees a big 


difference in "rodeoln"' today and 
rodeoia' when he was In his prime. 


"Now," he said, "they're more spe- 


cialists, like In football and other 
sports. We used to compete in two .or 
three events. Today they often com- 
pete in just one. 
< 


"And you know, a lot of these bare- 


back riders can't hardly ride a saddle, 
horse — hardly know how to saddle' 
one! Why, there are cowboys who 
couldn't milk a cow to save them- 
selves. 


"I just panic to think about the 


trend. They talk about cowboys and 
rodeo riders as the last breed of rug- 
ged individualism in this country. No- 
body wants to do hard work anymore 
but try to get someone to work on 
your ranch, to build fences or haul 
hay. They'd rather stay out of the sun 
and draw unemployment." 


Shoulders said that when he thinks 


of ragged Individualism and the free- 
spirited, nomadic reputation of rodeo 
riders, he thinks of Leonard 
McCravey at a rodeo a few years 
back In Wolf Point, Montana. 


"They brought in some real wild

got on this one mean old stud. It has a 
long mane and a long tail and it was 
a-pawin' and a-fightin' in the chute.

The arm swing in bowling is ideally 


like that of a grandfather clock pend- 
ulum: a smooth arc motion along a 
single plane, perpendicular to the 
floor 'and at right angles to the 
straight line of your shoulders. Your

shoulder Is the pivot point and the ball 
is the weight. 


While you are moving towards the 


foul line in a straight path, using a 
shuffle, not a walk, keeping your 
eyes on the target at all times, you 
will also want to maintain a straight 
arm swing. It's not as difficult as it 
may sound. Remember, a description 
of the arm and leg movements in- 
volved in walking make it seem more 
complicated to do than it really is. 


Stepping off with your right foot, 


shift the weight and control of the 
ball to the right hand as you extend 
the ball about an arm's length to the 
front. This marks the commencement 
of the pendulum swing. H you tried to 
shift the weight and control of the ball 
to the right hand anytime during the 
arm swing, it would throw the entire 
motion off of its straight line course. 


A good arm swing is actually a 


rather natural motion. Most of your 
work consists of maintaining a firm 
grip on the ball and controlling the 
swing in terms of keeping it within a 
single plane. Gravity and inertia do a 
tot of the work for the bowler. 


Let your right arm fall into a natu- 


ral arc as you go" into your second 
step, with the left foot. The ball should 
be at the low point of the arc as you 
finish the step. 


Guide the ball up and behind you 


during the third step forward. Bring it 
up to around shoulder height. Try and 
avoid the tendency to muscle the ball 
which brings it around your body, 
breaking out of the vertical plane you 
want to keep your arm swing arc in. 
Strive to keep the swing in a straight 
line over the intended path of the ball, 


with your shoulders at right angles to 
that path. 


Finally, the arm should swing for- 


ward in coordination with the left foot 
which is moving into the slide. 


If your footwork and arm swing are 


not coordinated you may find the ban 
lagging behind and make an attempt 
to "catch up" to your foot movements 
by forcing the natural forward swing 
of ,the arm's pendulum motion. This 
"unnecessary force" most frequently 
results In setting the ball down before 
the foul Hue. 


A more severe outcome is that you 


will likely lose control of the ball and 
lose your own balance as well. 


The same predicament often takes 


place as a result of too high a back- 
swing. Again, if this happens, you 
may try to "catch up" with your foot- 
work by forcing the ball down. 


The best way to avoid problems 


such as this, is, of course, to practice. 
Even if you are not actually bowling, 
you can work on the coordination of 
foot and arm movements in your own 
living room.

stops at the Golf-Rose Shopping Cen- 
ter, Hoffman Estates, and Woodfield 
Shopping Center, Schaumburg, Mon- 
day through Friday. 


There are three return trips daily 


from O'Harc beginning at 6:30 a.m., 
3:35 p.m. and 6 p.m. Weekend service 
is limited, so check with Continental. 


Des Plaines residents will be able to 


get to O'Hare even more cheaply, 
however, when a new bus route oper- 
ated by the North Suburban Mass 
Transit District (NORTRAN) begins 
service Dec. 1. 


The bus, originating in Glenview, 


will leave every half hour during the 
rush hours and every hour thereafter. 
Cost of the trip wilt be 45 cents. 


This will mean others residing along 


the Chicago & North Western R.R, 
line, will be able to get to O'Hare a lot 
cheaper than the Continental bus if 
they are willing to cart their baggage 
onto the train for the short ride to Des 
Plaines. 


IF YOU DON'T live near these 


towns, be prepared to have a pocket- 
ful of money. 


The cost of cab fare from north of 


Dundee Road in Buffalo Grove will 
cost around $14; from downtown Ar- 
lington Heights $10,50; Schaumburg 
$11: Elk Grove Village. $7; Palatine 
$11: Rolling Meadows $11, Wheeling 
$11: Mount Prospect, $7; and Des 
Plaines. $5.50. 


Rates will vary, depending on traf- 


fic and point of pickup. 


For those wanting to add a little 


comfort to their trip, a limousine 
(don't expect a Cadillac even though 
one area firm uses them) will take 
you to the airport for $10 or more. 
, Rates vary depending on the num- 
ber of persons in your party. One firm 
charges $2.50 more for each additional 
adult. Some limousines offer group 
rates. 


THE BEST deal to and from O'Hare 


Is offered by the Chicago Transit Au- 
thority, but it only benefits the city- 
bound commuter. 


The No. 40 CTA bus, leaving every 


15 minutes, will take you from O'Hare 
to the Jefferson Park terminal on Chi- 
cago's Northwest side where you may 
transfer to a rapid transit train head- 
ed for the Loop, The cost, including 
transfer, is 75 cents. 


For the suburban resident who is 


desperate to get to O'Hare, the Jeffer- 
son Park terminal is useful also. 
Here's how: 


Take the Chicago 4 North Western 


commuter train to Jefferson Park and 
transfer to a CTA bus bound for 
O'Hare. It will take you out of your 
way but it is one way of getting to 
O'Hare without a car and without too 
much cost. Train fare from Arlington 
Heights will cost you $1.20; bus fare

scared to death to go back to school, 
but I made better grades than I had 
ever made before " 


Gerd (it rhymes with scared), born 


and reared in the non-sexist society of 
Sweden, is painfully aware of wom- 
en's problems here. She was brought 
up with the idea that no matter 
whether you are male or female you 
pursue a career. Her mother, who lec- 
tured in Scandinavia, taught until she 
was 79 years old. 


GERD CAME to the U S as a col- 


lege exchange student at Washburn 
University in Topeka, Kan, in 1954 
where she earned a degree in busi- 
ness administration In 1956 she went 
back to Sweden only long enough to 
get her immigration visa and return 
She started her business career as an 
assistant buyer for Macy's. 


Now, 19 years, a husband and two 


children later, she not only heads the 
Outreach Center but also teaches As- 
sertiveness Training and Women in 
Management in the MONACEP pro- 
gram. Last summer she taught Psy- 
chology of Personal Growth at Oak- 
ton, the course she deems most valu- 
able to help women assess themselves 
and "come back." 


And come back they do. In droves. 


"It's amazing to find so many women 
in the same boat," said Janice. 


"THE DEMAND is fantastic," said 


Gerd, who plans to form a day-a-week 
"rap" group on alternate weeks in 
January. "The important thing is to 


get together and exchange throughts 
and problems," she said. "You find 
out that other women have the same 
problems and are just as scared a* 
you" 


Twice a year the Women's Program 


staff, including Gerd Smith, offers a 
career workshop, with optional follow- 
up programs in self-assessment, job 
opportunities, and resume writing and 
interview techniques. At the Outreach 
Centers, Mrs Smith also administers 
the Hall Occupational Orientation In- 
ventory, a test that helps women to 
determine the psychological needs 
and values they expect a career or 


" job to satisfy. 


"ALL OF THIS is a process, not an 


end," she said "You must take one 
step at a tune Start with a course or 
two. No experience is wasted, even if 
it's just an elimination process." 


In January, the Women's Program 


will offer a Health Day for women to 
discuss how they are treated by their 
doctors in the area of women's health 
concerns. Next spring there will be a 
Law Day to compare votes on how 
lawyers handle women's legal prob- 
lems 


"The response we get to the Out- 


reach Center, the Women's Program 
in general and the special workshops 
is unbelievable," said Mrs. Smith. "So 
we know the need is there."

New home brings forth 


her creative flair

Things haven't changed a bit. 
During recent months I had sudden- 


ly developed an entirely uncharacter- 
istic Interest in crafts. Perhaps in- 
spired by the purchase of a new 
home, I had been poring over maga- 
zines and newspaper articles on do-it- 
yourself decorating ideas, do-it-your- 
self Christmas presents, etc. 


I even had been dreaming up creat- 


ive projects myself, figuring out in 
my own mind how a particular thing 
could be made, or examining others' 
crafts to see how they were done. 


All of this, mind you, by a person 


who has spent a quarter of a century 
being totally untalentcd, uncreative 
and uncoordinated where art and 
handicrafts are concerned, one whose 


feelings of inferiority and self-con- 
sciousness used to plummet to fright- 
ening depths during school art classes 
(the required kind!). 


BUT, I FIGURED, after you've 


lived awhile you change, you develop 
new interests, you discover new abili- 
ties. My personal renaissance appar- 
ently was to be crafts. 


My pet project was to make a 


wreath from the pine cones I had en- 
thusiastically gathered from my new 
yard But I wasn't quite sure how to 
proceed. So I eagerly accepted an In- 
vitation from a friend to attend a 
class on making pine cone wreaths. 


The teacher had brought a breath- 


taking example of her own making, a 
wreath filled with pine cones, arti- 
chokes, milkweed pods, nuts, and oth- 


How to make wreath 


Materials: Weave-lite board, 14-inch circle; floor tile paste; pine 


cones of assorted sizes, artichokes, teasels, assorted large nuts, 
milkweed pod, acorns, etc. 


Drill two holes in circular board and attach cord or wire hanger. 


Spread paste over top of board to color it brown. Attach pine cones 
with paste around outer and inner edges of circle. Let dry. 


Begin filling in wreath; Start with artichokes and largest pine 


cones, using three of each. Place them around the wreath, all 
facing the same direction. Then work on the wreath in thirds, filling 
in each section with the same items. Use three of each large item, 
six of each small item. Build up with the wreath with large and 
medium sized Hems first, then fill in with small items last. 


Allow to dry two days, then spray with acrylic glaze. 


er dried vegetation. She pointed out 
that in department stores, identical 
creations cost around $40, while ours 
would cost less than $10 to make. 


She gave the instructions, and we 


began constructing our wreaths. With 
great zest I started arranging arti- 
chokes and pine cones. 


AND THEN I realized things hadn't 


changed. The first hint came when 
my enthusiasm peaked about five 
minutes into the project, after which I 
lost patience with the prescribed 
procedure and went Into a frenzy of 
slapping pine cones and nuts onto my 
wreath anywhere there was a hole. 
Typical. 


Then, shades of school art class 


really flooded over me when I saw the 
teacher coming around to each stu- 
dent to check on progress and make 
suggestions. The years dropped away 
and I felt myself trying to blend in- 
to the woodwork so she wouldn't no- 
tice me and my sorry-looking project. 
Because if she did, she would un- 
doubtedly tell me it was all wrong and 
efficiently tear it apart and rearrange 
it, like she was now doing to that oth- 
er poor klutz down the row. 


FORTUNATELY, she overlooked 


me, but as I gazed around, the inevi- 
table evidence was piling up, just like 
in the old school days: the others' 
projects were beginning to take shape 
as rich-looking wreaths, while mine 
was somehow — different. 


The strongest nostalgia came near 


the end of the class when the teacher 
called out, "In five minutes everyone 


must start cleaning up1" How famil- 
iar that phrase, and the subsequent 
scurrying to make the deadline, and 
the messiness of "cleaning up." And 


finally, the finished products, one by 
one, being held up proudly by their 
talented creators. And the polite "Oh, 
how pretty1" addressed to us under- 


achievers whose finished product! 
look somehow — different. 


But a funny thing happened when I 


got my project home. I liked it! 


'Super Kids,' their problems under study 


Tim's parents realized they had a 


problem when Tim wrote his second 
love letter to a pop singer and began 
reciting the alphabet backwards. He 
was three at the time.

school." Barbara was IB months old. 


The first international conference to 


consider the problems of "super kids" 
like Tim and Barbara was held in 
London earlier this fall. 


Five hundred delegates attended 


from 65 countries, for super kids are 
not all that rare, said Henry Collis, 
director of Britain's National Associ- 
ation for Gifted Children. 


"About 2 per cent of the school pop- 


ulation Is 'gifted' - that is, an IQ of 
140 (the "genius" level) to 145 and 
up," Coms said. 


But MtreoM brilliance is • mixed 


blessing. "It can bring enormous 
problems," Collis said. 


HOW CAN TEACHERS — let alone 


parents — cope with a girl of eight 
who can outwit computers, or a 
9-year-old who wants to learn Greek? 


What's more, too many brilliant 


brains are never identified and prop- 
erly trained, thus wasting potential 
the world sorely needs. 


Gradually educators and sociolo- 


gists are focusing on these twin prob- 
lems. The London conference which 
Collis organized dramatized a new 
and quickening interest in gifted chil- 
dren worldwide. 


For five days its delegates dis- 


cussed how to identify gifted children, 
how to educate them to (heir full po- 
tential, how to foster their creative 
abilities and prevent emotional dis- 
turbances. 


"The intelligence of wme of these 


children is simply amazing," Collis 
said in an interview. 


"This summer I took some of our 


children to a computer programming 
course," one of seven summer schools 
he supervised for the extra bright. 


"WE WENT TO a firm which gives 


adults this sort of instruction regu- 
larly. The children were aged 11 to 14. 


"In two days they learned more 


than adults do in a week. They want- 
ed to work right up to midnight and 
beyond. The instructors just couldn't 
keep up." 


Delegates at the London conference 


debated the best way of educating 
such children—in special classes or in 
ordinary schools. They discussed 
when the "gifted" category should 
begin - at IQ 120 as in the United 
States or IQ 140 as in Britain. 


All 55 nations described what their 


countries are doing for the gifted and 


talented. American education methods 
were outlined by Dr. Harold Lyon, di- 
rector of the gifted and talented in the 
U.S. Office of Education No other 
government has such a high-level offi- 
cial concerned solely with the prob- 
lem. 


HIS SPEECH, plus the 55 national 


papers, will be included in a book 
called "Looking to Their Future,'' a 
volume summing up the London con- 
ference. Another conference will be 
held in California in 1977. 


Before then, other nations may or- 


ganize associations like Collis' 9-year- 
old one. It works through 36 local 
branches composed of parents, teach- 
ers and outside volunteers. They 
tackle the problems of Britain's 
200,000 gifted children on a local 
basis, Collis said. 


"Some doctors believe they can spot 


these children at birth," said Collis, a 


teacher for 33 years. 


"Many are walking and talking un- 


der a year old. When they talk they 
begin with sentences, not single 
words. They have incredible memo- 
les. I know several 2-year-olds who 
know the meanings of hundreds of 
words. 


"THE GIFTED CHILD'S sleep pat- 


tern is often very short, and this can 
drive a parent wild — especially if the 
parent needs eight hours and the child 
three," he said. "The most extreme 
case I know is one boy who for the 
first 13 years of his life never slept 
more than an hour a night." 


But Collis insisted that "the vast ma- 


jority of these children are a joy. 
They get on so easily." 


Even so, it becomes more difficult 


to identify a gifted child the lower 
down the social ladder you go, Collis 
said. 


"Having such a child is regarded as 


a stigma, as something different and 
therefore to be shunned," he said. 


"In these areas, only one gifted 


child in five is even being identified. 
That means the tremendous potential 
of four in five is being totally 
wasted." 


COLLIS' ASSOCIATION and the 


London conference delegates want to 
stop such waste. They also want to 
stop children who are "confined by 
their brilliance" from going wrong, 
Collis. said. 


An Association pamphlet put the al- 


ternative!; starkly: 


"Gifted children can be tomorrow's 


dropouts and delinquent*, or they can 
be tomorrow's leaders, inventors, act- 
enttsts and artists," it Mid. "The 
problem is to help them fulfffl their 
potential."

Good diet needs protein 
plus sufficient calories 


I itn 55 years old ind enjoy your 


column very much. 1 would like to 
know your thinking on protein. At 
times you Indicate you favor a high 
protein diet and other times that ex- 
cess protein goes into (at. You say 
that health can be Injured If one 
doesn't have enough protein. What do 
you consider a minimum standard (or 
an active male of 160 pounds? 


My diet consists of juices, fruits, 


soups, vegetables, salad and a small 
amount of meat. No fried foods, no 
fats, no excess salt. I would like to 
keep my weight at the present level. 


There is a right and wrong amount 


of almost all good things in life, and 
protein Is no exception You will be 
getting enough protein if your diet in- 
cludes 60 grams of good protein a 
day. 


Now, not all protein is good protein, 


meaning that it contains adequate 
amounts of all the essential amino 
acids that the body cannot manufac- 
ture from other protein. 


The other provision is that your diet 


must contain enough calories to meet 
your energy needs, particularly if you 
have already eliminated all the excess 
body fat so many people carry 
around. If you are on a starvation 
diet, your body will use your body 
protein for calories to provide essen- 
tial energy. 


About the only people who need 


more protein than this are those ac- 
tually building muscle mass (not 
muscle fat) and that could increase 
the requirement up to about 100 
grams a day. 


WHEN YOU TAKE more protein in 


than your body needs to build or re- 
place lost body protein, the excess is 
broken down to calories for Imme- 
diate energy or to form fat. 


A lot of people do not understand 


that proteins are made up of a variety 


of amino acids that are the building 
blocks for body protein. For a more 
complete understanding of proteins in 
your diet and your body needs, you 
can send in 50 cents each for two is- 
sues of The Health Letter, number 3-6 
and 3-7, Proteins, Part I and Pro- 
teins, Part II. These issues will tell 
you how much protein you need at dif- 
ferent ages and what foods provide 
good protein. They also explain how 
your body uses protein to build vital 
structures and for energy. Just send 
your request to me in care of Pad- 
dock Publications, P.O. Box 1551, Ra- 
dio City Station, New York, N.Y.

THE FIGURES I have given you 


for protein are based on the Recom- 
mended Daily Allowances established 
In 1974 by the National Academy of 
Sciences. This amount is more than 
the minimal daily allowance and in- 
cludes enough to provide an excess 
for many healthy people. In the past 
many of the protein requirements 
have been overly generous 
These 


amounts are fine for most healthy 
people. In case of illness or unusual 
situations, the amount might be dif- 
feient. 


You can figure that a pound of raw, 


separable, lean meat, fish or poultry 
will contain about 100 grams of pro- 
tein. That is the weight after all skin, 
bone and inedible parts have been re- 
moved. 


Milk and milk products are an ex- 


cellent source of good protein. You 
can use the non-fat products to avoid 
fat and still get protein. The problem 
with many so-called high protein diets 
is that they contain lots of fat, too. 
That is not necessary if one uses low 
fat dairy products and lean meats, 
fish and poultry and the proper food 
preparation.

Reader wants to prevent silveriish problem 


Dear Dorothy: We have bought a 


new home into which we are to move 
shortly. In the apartment In which we 
presently live, we have a big problem 
with silverflsh. What can be done to 
prevent bringing these insects into our 
new place? We have many boxes of 
stored Items which might be con- 
taminated Should we spray our new 
home as a pretreatment to prevent 
the problem there? —Christine Harris 


You can use a household spray, but 


you're likely to be bringing your prob- 
lem right along with you. The boxes 
would scare me because these insects 
love glues, starches, sizing and paper 
things Check into having the boxes 
fumigated in advance or make prepa- 
rations to have your stuff put into 
fresh, clean boxes the day you move. 
Once you get Into your house and find 
you need sprays, look for those con- 
taining chlordane. ronnel or mala- 
thion Alt have residual effects.

Ferns live on air with a few buts 


Andy sends a complete 20-volume 


set of ihe Merit Students Encyclo- 
pedia to Dana Therr«ll, 13, of Rich- 
mond, Va., (or her question: 
WHAT EXACTLY ARE AIR FERNS? 


Maybe a few Impossible pixie char- 


acters can survive on a diet of air. 
But surely all the ordinary plants and 
animals need much more to keep 
themselves going. Not so The air 
ferns and a lot of other plants can do 
just this This airy group includes an 
assortment of ferns and orchids, lich- 
ens, Spanish mosses and ordinary 
mosses. 


Sometimes the instructions tell us 


that a certain fern or other plant can 
•urviv* on air — with no soil or water. 
This may be true — with a few buts. 
Botanists class these socialists as 
epiphytes, meaning plants that live 
above the ground. They do indeed live 
on air, but they also need light and 
the air must be moist. It may also 
help when the air contains particles of 
dust or when dusty fragments gather 
around their roots 


Air ferns and other epiphytes estab- 


lish themselves on boughs, roofs and 
even telephone poles — where a lofty 
perch provides air and light. Unlike 
parasitic plants, such as the pale 
green mistletoe, they do not probe in

their roots to extract nourishing sap 
from a host plant. Epiphytes merely 
borrow a lofty perch, and they do no 
harm to a tree unless they become 
crowded enough to shut out its air and 
light. 


When we visit the Deep South, we 


see festoons of Spanish moss trailing 
from the boughs of ancient trees. 
These are epiphytes, thriving on air 
and moisture, plus a few chemicals 
dissolved from specks of dust. In tem- 
perate climates certain mosses, lich- 
ens and small ferns live above the 
ground, surviving mainly on air, light 
and moisture 


All sorts of showy epiphytes nest in 


the tall trees of the tropical jungles. 
The ground level is shrouded in 
gloomy shade, and a high perch is 
necessary to find light and circulating 
air. Orchids and other jungle air 
plants often dangle thick porous roots 
to absorb moisture from the air. 
Many of these tropical types have 
gorgeous flowers. 


N a t u r a l l y the epiphytes have 


chlorophyll, which uses the energy of 
sunlight to manufacture basic plant 
food from moisture and carbon diox- 
ide. Their leaves absorb moisture 
from the air, and certain tropical air 
plants have elaborate traps to store 


water Some store several gallons and 
share their reservoirs with tree frogs 
and water insects. 


The various epiphytes do not belong 


to a separate plant family. The Span- 
ish moss belongs to the pineapple 
family. Others are special plants of 
the fern, moss or lichen groups. 
Some, such as certain orchids, can 
live either as air plants or thrive in 
peaty soil.

An oyster is not a fussy eater. He 


stays in one spot and cannot go hunt- 
ing,.so he cannot pick and choose the 
items on his menu. He squats there, 
waiting for the sea to serve him 
scraps of food. He has just enough 
pep to part his two shells and let the 
water flow in, around his soft body 
and out again. In fact, this is just 
about all he does to keep himself 
alive. 


The water of the salty sea contains 


dissolved oxygen, minerals and float- 
ing scraps of this and that. The oyster 
feeds on these floating scraps. His 
menu includes bits of seaweeds and 
mini-plants called algae, too small for 
our eyes to see. Hta meat course may

include a mini-worm or a mini-fish 
egg. But most likely it is a few scraps 
of meat that fell from the body of a 
dead fish or some other sea creature. 
All this food is digested, purified and 
changed into delicious, nutritious oy- 
ster meat.

Fla. A Delta rocket is to propel the 
Explorer into an initial orbit ranging 
from 98 to 1,864 miles above Earth. 


At the 98-mile high low point, the 


satellite will pass through the very 
thin upper reaches of the atmosphere. 
At two week intervals; controllers will 
turn on by radio command a small 
rocket engine that will progressively 
lower the orbit to as low as 75 miles 
high. 


Dr. Donald Heath, the Goddard sci- 


entist in charge of the ozone sensor, 
said the instrument will be used to 
measure the distribution of ozone in 
the atmosphere at varying depths on 
a global basis. Ozone distribution 
around the world changes naturally 
and Heath said measurements are 
necessary over a long period of time 
to see if the amount of ozone in the 
atmosphere is decreasing.

Ronald Reagan gave a group of key 
Illinois supporters a sneak preview of 
his campaign Sunday in Des Plaines 
by telling them the "time has come 
for the government to stop bleeding 
citizens dry." 


The former California governor be- 


gan a week, that will climax with his 
announcement of plans to run against 
Gerald R. Ford for the GOP nomi- 
nation, with a three-hour strategy and 
morale boosting session with his Illi- 
nois backers. 


Reagan, who will not officially an- 


nounce his candidacy until Thursday 
in Washington and Friday in Chicago, 
held a closed-door conference with 
about 30 Illinois congressional district 
campaign coordinators. He also met 
over lunch 'with U.S. Rep. Philip M. 
Crane, R-12th, his state campaign 
director, and others. A number of lo- 
cal political figures, including State 
Rep. Donald L. Totten, R-Hoffman 
Estates, and State Sen. David Regner, 
R-Mount Prospect, are spearheading 
Reagan's Illinois campaign effort.

1932 and said America has reached a 
watershed. While admitting that he 
was a "New Deal Democrat who had 
voted for Franklin Roosevelt," Rea- 
gan said the policies that were started 
then just did not work. 


Before speaking to the crowd, Rea- 


gan told The Herald that he is not 
bothered by Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller's comments that the par- 
ty should pull together behind one 
candidate. 


"I AGREE WITH that, and I hope 


that after the convention, the party 
will back one person fully," he said. 


Rockefeller said over the weekend 


in Chicago that a "minority of the mi- 
nority should not be involved in split- 
ting the party." 


Reagan declined to speculate on 


whether any other candidates would 
oppose Ford for the GOP nomination. 


The leaders of Reagan's Illinois 


campaign have predicted Ford win 
probably not do well in the early pri- 
maries and might drop out of the 
race, leaving the Republican nomi- 
nation open until the national con- 
vention scheduled for Kansas City in 
August.

a tentative, two-year contract agree- 
ment which was reached during a 
24-hour marathon bargaining session 
this weekend. 


Teachers will vote on the agree- 


ment after several sections of the 
contract are completed. 


SCHOOLS WILL be closed today for 


a planned teachers' institute day.

The salary offer will increase the 


base pay from $8,734 per year to 


In the second year of the contract 


teachers will receive a minimum 
raise of 5 per cent,'plus the 2.9 per 
cent increment for experience, in- 
creasing the base pay to at least 
$10,104. 
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Cost-of-living adjustments will be 


made for the second year salaries 
in addition to the 5 per cent guaran- 
teed raises. 


The district also agreed to raise 


medical insurance payments from 
$250 to $327 per year. Life insurance 
will be given to teachers equal to their 
annual salaries. 


Total amnesty also was granted to 


teachers and custodians who went on 
strike. 


Guidelines for staff cuts are still 


being negotiated, but the board has 
agreed to set up procedures for re- 
ducing staff Teacher transfers with- 
in the district also will be based on 
seniority and certification. 


"It's over There's still some issues 


that have to be ironed out, but we 
don't expect any hangups," said Bar- 
bara Korb, union president. "The 
strike brought our association closer 
together " 


Board Pres. Arlene Nidetz, could 


not be reached for comment Sunday 
on the strike settlement. 


Union officials attributed the suc- 


cess of the weekend's contract talks 
to mediation efforts by County Schools 
Supt Richard Martwick and several 
officials from his office. 


The district kept schools open dur- 


ing the strike by staffing classrooms 
with about 200 substitute teachers. 
About 300 of the district's 346 teachers 
were on picket lines. 


Student attendance also dropped 


steadily during the three days as the 
teachers went to the community, ex- 
plaining the union's position and re- 
ceived parent support. Attendance 
dropped from 85 per cent of the dis- 
trict's 5,600 students Wednesday to 
about 63 per cent of the student body 
Friday. On an average school day, 
about 91 per cent of the students are 
in class.

Bishops won't attend 
talks on women priests

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Dist. 63 teachers' strike seeds sown 3 years ago

A new* ualysis 


The seeds of the teachers' strike 


that hit East Maine Township Dist. 63 
last Wednesday were sown more than 
three years ago and have been nur- 
tured by a continuing power struggle 
born out of antagonism and distrust. 


The strike should come as no sur- 


prise to those who have watched the 
formation and growth of the East 
Maim 
Education Assn. teachers' 


union, and the reaction it has received 
from the Dist. 63 administration and 
board of education. 


It began in the summer of 1972 with 


the hiring of G. Allan Gogo as super- 
intendent of the financially-failing 
school district. A highly respected 
educator, Gogo walked into a district 
that was being hard hit by declining 
enrollment, 
corresponding 
money 


troubles and a staff of teachers who 
faced a dime-a-dozen job market as 
well as progressively shaky job secur- 
ity in their own district. 


THE SUPERINTENDENT took a 


firm grasp of the reins with full sup- 
port of tbe school board that just 
hired him, and within months teach- 
ers were complaining that they were 
not being consulted in budgeting, pol- 
icy making or school operations. 


The 1972-73 school year was an era 


of unrest, not only in Dist. 63, but in 
other districts where a dropping stu- 
dent population made teachers ex- 
pendable. When contract negotiations 
began in September 1972, East Maine 
teachers started their fight to get 
their job security and working condi- 
tions in writing — something that was 
unneeded while districts were growing 
and teachers in great demand. And 
something that was feared by boards 
of education who saw a threat to their 
authority. 


The first major blow came in Feb-

district contract negotiations took a 
total of 13 months to settle and were 
marked by teacher rallies, picketing 
before classes on the first day of 
school, a strike vote, a march on the 
superintendent's office and a one-day 
sick-in — when 40 per cent of the 
teachers came down with the 'Chalk 
Dust Flu.' 


THE BOARD balked at first then 


later agreed to negotiate working con- 
ditions such as procedures for staff 
reductions, grievance procedures and 
working hours, but the battle became 
bitter when after 12 months of bar- 
gaining, impatient teachers put on the 
pressure. 


Teachers wore "we want a con- 


tract" buttons to school, and the 
board responded by passing a "no 
button" policy. Threatened with a 
strike, the board passed a sick-leave 
policy requiring teachers to present a 
note from a doctor if their absence 
from school appeared to be withhold- 
ing of service. 


When the contract was finally rati- 


fied in October 1973, teachers won an 
impasse procedure with mediation for 
future bargaining, a grievance proce- 
dure and teacher input on staff reduc- 
tion. 


Within weeks however, the board 


flexed its muscle and retaliated by 
placing letters of reprimand in the 
files of union officials, 


Teachers, 
already firmly united 


marched on a board meeting and at- 
tempted to read a protest petition. 


Board members walked out of the 
meeting. 


Teachers filed a suit against the 


board, saying their civil rights had 
been violated and asking that the let- 
ters be removed. The board removed 
the letters in March 1974, and the suit 
was dismissed the following July. Im- 
mediately following the dismissal the 
board and teachers approved a policy 
prohibiting the use of students as 
pawns during negotiations and forbid- 
ing the controversial buttons. 


MONEY WAS THE issue during 


1974 contract talks which took six 
months to settle. Although bargaining 
was less volatile, teachers took advan- 
tage of their new impasse procedure, 
and the contract was settled only af- 
ter marathon talks with a mediator. 


In the interim the union began to 


gain strength The EMEA formed a 
coalition with threp other Main? 
Township teachers unions to show the 
solidarity of teachers in the township. 


They sponsored a lobbying group 


which traveled to Springfield to press 
for education legislation. The union 
also set up a political action com- 
mittee and endorsed candidates in the 
1975 school board election. 


This year negotiations began in 


March with money as a critical issue 
but not the only stumbling block. Re- 
maining unsettled is the district's 
teacher transfer policy, the right to 
"confidential" personal leave days 
and a written procedure for staff cut- 
backs. 


And as contract talks showed little 


progress session after session, the 
deepseated power struggle began to 
surface. 


THE CRUX OF the struggle is still 


authority. Negotiating items like staff 
reductions and teacher transfers into 


black-and-white contracts forces a 
board to tred on sacred ground and 
bargain in areas that have traditional- 
ly been board and administration pre- 
rogatives. 


Yet teachers believe relying on the 


benevolence of their employers as they 
did in the past leaves them with no 
security; unless it is written into a 
contract, it is not guaranteed. 


The board sees teachers as attempt- 


ing to chip away at their authority. 
The teachers complain that the ad- 
ministration has arbitrarily revoked 
many of their old privileges, and the 
board is trying to break the back of 
the union. 


A strike pits teacher power against 


board power. And as with most 
strikes, now that it is over, the chasm 
between the groups will probably wid- 
en, and there is no clear-cut victor.

Cash and land donations requirement 
Builder gift law review tonight 


A proposed ordinance requiring de- 


velopers to make land and cash dona- 
tions to park and school districts 
serving the village will be reviewed 
tonight by Wheeling village, park and 
school officials. 


Trustee Gilbert Monoson, chairman 


of the village board's real estate and 
zoning committee, said the ordinance 
would require developers to donate 5,5 
acres of land for recreational uses for 
every 1,000 people brought into the 
village by new developments. The or- 
dinance also would require cash 
donations to school districts based on 
the number of pupils who will live in 


the developments. 


The proposal virtually is a copy of 


an ordinance enacted by Naperviile, a 
law which has come under attack by 
some developers and currently is 
being appealed to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 


MONOSON SAID his committee is 


drawing up the donation ordinance 
"because there is no set procedure 
guaranteeing developers will donate 
land for park and educational pur- 
poses."

them. It's a very nebulous attitude. 
As a result, we have many schools in 
Wheeling that are overcrowded," he 
said.

have to face a new school because we 
weren't farsighted," he said.

Prospect Heights minister Paul 


Lindstrom is a man with a mission. 


He views himself as among a hand- 


ful of Christians willing to engage in a 
titanic struggle against Communism, 
U.S government treachery, the de- 
basement of our cultural heritage and 
other combined forces of evil which 
lurk, like Satan, at every corner. 


The Rev. Lindstrom has led protests 


against the rock opera "Jesus Christ 
Superstar," which he calls blas- 
phemous. He once attempted to gam 
the release of the crewmen of the 
U S S. Pueblo captured by the North 
Koreans in 1968. And he now says he 
has secret U S. State Dept. documents 
which prove bis allegations that U S. 
servicemen are being held in Soviet 
slave-labor camps. 


Lindstrom believes that Gen 


Douglas MacArthur and former Wis- 
consin Sen Joseph McCarthy have 
come the closest to recognizing "what 
is going on in this country." 


HE IS A much-maligned, but tire- 


less adversary of beliefs and people 
who would bring an end to the Ameri- 
can way of life as he views it 


He says these are the things he 


must do as a Christian and as an 
American, despite the ridicule and op- 
position which regularly confronts 
him. 


"We must work to subdue the evil 


forces in this world, like Communism, 
before they erode our arts, politics, 
education and family life in this, coun- 
try," he said "We will find a way to 
do this We will" 


Somehow, he has the time to pastor 


the nondenominational Christian Lib- 
erty Church in Prospect Heights and 
direct the school which he opened in 
1965 Those are his first duties 


But his efforts to prove that foreign 


powers are holding U.S. soldiers and 
citizens and to gain their release, has 
become his special crusade. 


It is to that end that he organized 


the Christian Defense League, an or- 
ganization which seeks to put a politi- 
cal punch into his efforts. 


"THERE ARE more than 5,000 


Americans who are being held against 
their will in Communist and leftist 
countries throughout the 
world," 


Lindstrom said. 


"The U S. government has a respon- 


sibility" to protect the rights of its citi- 
zens. But quite often the government 
sacrifices American military men, 
businessmen and missionaries to the 
Communists on the altar of detente," 
he said.

sions, Reagan told about 200 persons 
who had gathered in the recently 
opened Illinois Citizens for Reagan of- 
fice at 2720 S. River Rd., Des Plaines, 
that the federal government's eco- 
nomic policies are not working.

Republican 
presidential 
hopeful 


Ronald Reagan gave a group of key 
Illinois supporters a sneak preview of 
his campaign Sunday in Des Plaines 
by telling them the "time has come 
for the government to stop bleeding 
citizens dry." 


The former California governor be- 


gan a week, that will climax with his 
announcement of plans to run against 
Gerald R. Ford for the GOP nomi- 
nation, with a three-hour strategy and 
morale boosting session with his Illi- 
nois backers. 


Reagan, who will not officially an- 


nounce his candidacy until Thursday 
in Washington and Friday in Chicago, 
held a closed-door conference with 
about 30 Illinois congressional district 
campaign coordinators. He also met 
over lunch with U.S. Rep. Philip M. 
Crane, R-12th, his state campaign 
director, and others. A number of lo- 
cal political figures, including State 
Rep. Donald L. Totten, R-Hoffman 
Estates, and State Sen. David Regner, 
R-Mount Prospect, are spearheading 
Reagan's Illinois campaign effort. 


FOLLOWING THE strategy ses- 


sions, Reagan told about 200 persons 
who had gathered: in the recently 
opened Illinois Citizens for Reagan of- 
fice at 2720 S. River Rd., Des Plaines, 
that the federal government's eco- 
nomic policies are not working. 


Reagan praised Crane for showing 


the "courage to organize the Illinois 
committee" before he had decided 
whether he would be a candidate. 


Reagan told the crowd that federal 


elections laws prevented him from 
saying any more than he would an- 
nounce "his decision about running for 
President on Thursday. 


During a 20-minute speech to the 


supporters Reagan struck out hard on 
the nation's economic problems. 


HE SAID A financial balance sheet 


published by the Arthur Andersen Co., 
accounting firm, showed the country 
was bankrupt. 


"The only difference between New 


York and the United States is that the 
federal government has a printing 
press," he said. 


"The answer to our problems is 


to turn back to the people of this 
country the control of their own des- 
tiny and let the people find the solu- 
tions to so many of these problems," 
Reagan added. 


He .compared next year's election to 


1932 and said America has reached a 
watershed. While admitting that ha 
was a "New Deal Democrat who had 
voted for Franklin Roosevelt," Rea- 
gan said the policies that were started 
then just did not work. 


Before speaking to the crowd, Rea- 


gan told The Herald that he is not 
bothered by Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller's comments that the par- 
ty should pull together behind one 
candidate. 


"I AGREE WITH that, and I hope 


that after the convention, the party 
will back one person fully," he said. 


Rockefeller said over the weekend 


in Chicago that a "minority of the mi- 
nority should not be involved in split- 
ting the party." 


Reagan declined to speculate on 


whether any other candidates would 
oppose Ford for the GOP nomination.

Downtown Mount Prospect mer-

The businessmen have become dis- 


gruntled by a recent reduction in 
available parking spaces In a lot be- 
hind their stores which front along the 
northeast corner of Elmhurst Road 
and Northwest Highway. 


THE P A R K I N G change was 


prompted when the village moved its 
administrative offices this month into 
the old Mount Prospect State Bank 
building, 100 S. Emerson St. All but 
about a dozen of the 48 parking spaces 
between the village hall and the 
stores have been designated for mu- 
nicipal business with a 15-ramute 
parking limit. 


When the bank owned the lot, shop- 


pers were allowed to park without 
fear of being ticketed or towed be- 
cause bank officials never pushed the 
matter. 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley, how- 


ever, said he cannot afford to let the 
parking be used by shoppers, because 
he needs it for village employes. He 


Bishops won't attend 
talks on women priests

Bernardln said the bishops "want to 


have dialogue" on the Issue of female 
ordination and "we are open to the 
leaders of the conference sharing its 
results" with them. 


Organizers of the "Women in Future 


Priesthood Now" conference, set for 
Detroit over Thanksgiving weekend, 
have invited the bishops to send rep- 
resentatives to their meeting. 


IN A WIDE-RANGING interview on 


the eve of the NCCB's annual fall 
meeting, Bernardin said the role of 
women in the church is a "vital is- 
sue" before the church But he said 
he does not see "any development on 
the horizon which is of sufficient 
weight" to overturn the church's 
traditional teaching on women. 


Bernardin also said the bishops will

Super Market, 101 S. Main St., said 
that the'Store also will encourage its 
customers to sign a petition, com- 
plaining of a lack of nearby parking. 


Nancy Cormode, owner of The Gift 


Box, 107 S. Main St., said "if some- 
thing isn't done about the parking situ- 
ation here, the village is going to see 
all of these businesses leave one by 
one." 


THOMAS CORMODE said 10 to 15 


per cent fewer customers have been 
coming into The Gift Box during the 
past month. He is attempting to bring 
village officials and owners of the 
property on which the stores are lo- 
cated together to work out an agree- 
ment on the parking lot. 


The village and a citizens' down- 


town redevelopment commission had 
proposed a plan for a joint parking 
lot. Agreement, however, was not 
reached by the time of the village hall 
move. 


"We still think our plan is work- 


able, although we won't be able to im- 
plement it until next spring," said 
Robert Bennett, chairman of the 
downtown redevelopment commission. 


But the merchants say they can't 


afford to wait that long if business 
keeps dropping off due to the lack of 
parking. 


Theresia Lazzerini, manager of 


Yankee Doodle, 10 E. Northwest 
Hwy., said "If the village doesn't pro- 
vide more customer parking some- 
where, I'll tell you, this is going to be 
one dead town." 


Reagan stumps 
in campaign 
meeting here

Republican 
presidential 
hopeful 


Ronald Reagan gave a group of key 
Illinois supporters a sneak preview of 
his campaign Sunday in Des Plaines 
by telling them the "time has come 
for the government to stop bleeding 
citizens dry." 


The former California governor be- 


gan a week, that will climax with his 
announcement of plans to run against 
Gerald R. Ford for the GOP nomi- 
nation, with a three-hour strategy and 
morale boosting session with his Illi- 
nois backers. 


Reagan, who will not officially an- 


nounce his candidacy until Thursday 
in Washington and Friday in Chicago, 
held a closed-door conference with 
about 30 Illinois congressional district 
campaign coordinators. He also met 
over lunch with U.S. Rep. Philip M. 
Crane, R-12th, his state campaign 
director, and others. A number of lo- 
cal political figures, including State 
Rep. Donald L. Totten, R-Hoffman 
Estates, and State Sen. David Regner, 
R-Mount Prospect, are spearheading 
Reagan's Illinois campaign effort. 


FOLLOWING THE strategy ses- 


sions, Reagan told about 200 persons' 
who had gathered in the recently 
opened Illinois Citizens for Reagan of- 
fice at 2720 S. River Rd., Des Plaines, 
that the federal government's eco- 
nomic policies are not working 


Reagan praised Crane for showing 


the "courage to organize the Illinois 
committee" before he had decided 
whether he would be a candidate. 


Reagan told the crowd that federal 


elections laws prevented him from 
saying any more than he would an- 
nounce his decision about running for 
President on Thursday. 


During a 20-mmute speech to the 


supporters Reagan struck out hard on 
the nation's economic problems. 


HE SAID A financial balance sheet 


published by the Arthur Andersen Co., 
accounting firm, showed the country 
was bankrupt. 


"The only difference between New 


York and the United States is that the 
federal government has a printing 
press," he said. 


"The answer to our problems is 


to turn back to the people of this 
country the control of their own des- 
tiny and let the people find the solu- 


tions to so many of these problems," 
Reagan added. 


He compared next year's election to 


1932 and said America has reached a 
watershed. While admitting that he 
was a "New Deal Democrat who had 
voted for Franklin Roosevelt," Rea- 
gan said the policies that were started 
then just did not work. 


Before speaking to the crowd, Rea- 


gan told The Herald that he is not 
bothered by Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller's comments that the par- 
ty should pull together behind one 
candidate. 


"I AGREE WITH that, and I hope 


that after the convention, the party 
will back one person fully," he said. 


Rockefeller said over the weekend 


in Chicago that a "minority of the mi- 
nority should not be involved in split- 
ting the party." 


Reagan declined to speculate on 


whether any other candidates would 
oppose Ford for the GOP nomination.

The leaders of Reagan's Illinois 


campaign have predicted Ford will 
probably not do well in the early pri- 
maries and might drop out of the 
race, leaving the Republican nomi- 
nation open until the national con- 
vention scheduled for Kansas City in 
August.
